GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G-OA-72 

AN ORDINANCE pertaining to the construction of 
establishments for the sale of gasoline and/or 
diesel fuel, 

WHEREAS, many establishments have been built in the City of Fort Wayne where 
gasoline and/or diesel fiiels, among other products, are sold to motorists and 
where gasoline and/or diesel fuel is transferred from pumps into the fuel tanks 
of cars, trucks and/or other vehicles; and 

WHEKEAS, the owners of many such establlsments have abondoned them in the sense 
that the owners have discontinued their use for the purpose of selling gasoline 
and/or diesel fuel to motorists or for any other purpose; and 

WHEHEAS, there are such establishment, abondoned in the sense aforesaid, in 
every councilmanlc district in the City of Fort Wayne; and 

WHEREAS, the prox.imity of such establishments, abandoned in the sense aforesaid, 
is detrimental to property values; and 

WHEREAS, there are in operation in the City of Fort Wayne a great number of 
establishments where gasoline and/or diesel fuel are sold to motorists and where 
gasoline and/or diesel .fuel is transferred from pumps into the fuel tanks of cars, 
trucks and/or other vehicles, 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, 

INDIANA; 

SECTION 1, That for six months from and after the effective date of this 
Ordinance no building permits will be issued for the constraction of establishments 
where gasoline and/or diesel fuel are sold to motorists and where gasoline and/or 
diesel fuel is transferred from pumps into the fuel tanks of cars, trucks and/or 
other vehicles. 

SECTION 2, The Board of Works of the City of Fort Wayne and the City Plan 
Commission of the City of Fort Wayne shall prepare a study of the conditions and 
crteria which shall govern the issuance of building permits for the construction 
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from and after the expiration of the ban on the issuance of such permits provided 
in Section 1 of this Ordinance. In making such study the Board of Pablic ¥orks 
shall determine those conditions and criteria which would tend to encourage the 
utilization of sites where such establishments have been constructed and abandoned 
in the sense that the owners have discontinued their use for the purpose of selling 
gasoline and/or diesel fuel to motorists or for any other purpose. 

SECTION 3o. If any section, clause, sentence, paragraph, part or provision of 
this Ordinance shall be held invalid by any court, it shall be held Invalid by 
any court, it shall be conclusively presumed that this Ordinance would have been 
passed by the Common Council without such invalid section, clause, sentence, 
paragraph, part or provision, 

SECTION 4 . This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after 
its passage and approval by the Meyor.
